Rep. C.J. McLin, D-Dayton is one legislator 
who can always be counted upon to project a 
proposal in the interest of minority banks in 
Ohio.

With the next school year to 
begin right after Labor Day, five or six 
weeks would be all the time for the child- 
ren to work if any jobs were still available.

GOP Officer Keynotes

A keynote speech by 4 
Mary Crisp, co-chairman of

After all these years of 
“black is beautiful,” it is a 
hard pill to swallow to hear 
Atroids referred to as black 
in designating the race 
There is no man who is 
black. for black, according 
to the color scale. is the 
absence of all colors and 
white, the opposite, is the 
presence of all colors. 

| have put black. hair 
under a powerful magnify- 
ing glass and have found. 
without exception, a gold 
color emanating in the 
reflection of color. That is 
not black. My contention is 
that Afroid complexion is a 
shade of brown, sometimes 
very deep shades but never 

' black. 

Of course this is making 

a big fuss over nothing but, 
fo us who lived before the 
major colored man's revolt 
and on back through the 
years up to that action, we 
cannot swallow the word 
black so easily. We re- 
member too welt the days 
when colored America was 
called black S.O.B.; black 
bastard: black nigger, and 
whatever other appendage 
the white man wanted to 
follow that word black. The 
word. definitely was. Sup 
posed to be a spoonful .of 
salt poured into an open 
wound. 

Now comes along the 
promiscuous use of the 
word black to designate the 
race of a people. One time 
there were five races inthe 
world, the white, the yel- 
low, the black, the red and 


the brown. Europeans were 


white, Asians were yellow, 


American Indians were red, 
Africans were black, and 
the Polynesians were 


brown. 


Modern geography has 
only three races, the white, 
the yellow and the black.

It is hard to believe that 
bouncing the word black 
around still carries a tinge 
of insult. Southern whites 
just loye to say black.

The President uses 
it because it is now accep- 
table by the colored peop! 
of the country, but on th 
other hand, he may hav 
used it as a kid cussing ou 
some colored adversary fo 
the purpose of an adde 
insult. , 

A World War | veteran . 
told me that when the war 
began, the. French called 
American soldiers ’Sam- 
mies," the word being bor- 
rowed from the country’s 
personage, Uncle Sam. 
The American soldiers 
raised hett abqut being 
called Sammy, for the word’ 
conjured up images of a 
people, the colored people 
of the country. 


The French started cal- - 


ling the American soldiers 
Yanks instead. Strange that 
the southern white soldiers 
did not object to that; given 
the way. they hated north- 
ern people at the time. But 
they accepted Yank rather 
‘than the word Sammy--too 
much like being thought of 
as a colored American. 

We people of African 
extraction can be glad that 
the word darkey has not 
been dignified. Of course 
there was a time when we 
insulted one another by, 
calling an opponent “black 
spasm."' The word black 
was thrown in there to be 
doubly insulting. 

Once we colored people 
referred to ourselves as 


jo 
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being sepia and broadcést 
that classification of our 
race proudly, but maybe 
someone caught on to the 
fact that sepia was an inwy 
black spray given off by the 
cuttlefish to hide from 
enemies. it seemed to have 
been dropped years ago 


There is no good reason 
to resurrect that turn of the 
century classification of 
men, the brown race. but it 
remains true that the Amer- 
ican Afroid man fits it better 
than he does black man 

Doubtless the color 
designate black will go on 
in use. The rebels of the 
late sixties declared 
proudly: we are black, 
black is beautiful, in 
defiance of the disgrace it 
was supposed toimply. itis 
something like that inci- 
dent in the Jackie Robin- 
son story wien the player 
was sitting on a bench and 
some white smart guys 


dropped a black kitten 
beside him. He picked up 
the kitten and fondled it in 
pride.

The odious tastes of black “oan 


has had that direction since 
its: first inception and the 
commonality of it has 
removed the taintness of a 
racial invective. But its 
commonality of use dpes 
not deter that body flinch of 
us earlier generation folks

The colored race-equali- 
ty-patriots of the late six- 
ties conceptualized “black” 
into a complexion of 
beauty rather than a racial 
slur, but it still carries the 
odious meaning of another 
age. It remains a conten- 
tion that brown, without 
historical taintness, would
